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TOWN  JOURNAL 

An  average  winter  was  followed  by  a  late  spring  and 
a  cool,  wet  summer  which  alleviated  the  drought  of  the 
preceding  several  years.  After  a  pleasant  autumn,  a  sub- 
stantial fall  of  snow  on  November  15,  followed  by  more 
snow  and  cold  weather,  brought  an  early  winter. 

Memorial  Day  was  observed  with  services  at  World 
War  II  Memorial  at  the  State  Park,  at  World  War  I 
Memorial  at  the  Library,  at  the  village  cemetery  and  at 
Greenvale  cemetery.  A  representation  from  the  combined 
Posts  of  the  Antrim  American  Legion  and  the  Benning- 
ton Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  accompanied  by  a  District 
Color  Guard  and  the  Antrim  High  School  Band,  con- 
ducted the  ceremonies  and  also  formed  a  parade  through 
the  village. 

The  annual  Whing  Ding,  sponsored  by  the  Recrea- 
tional Committee,  followed  its  usual  pattern:  On  the 
evening  of  July  3,  a  dance  and  the  crowning  of  the  queen; 
on  the  Fourth,  a  midway,  a  chicken  barbecue,  a  parade 
of  53  units,  a  firemen's  muster  with  nine  competing 
teams,  an  auction,  a  supper,  a  rock  and  roll  dance  and 
fireworks.  The  spectacular  was  again  a  two  man  para- 
chute free  fall  with  a  landing  on  target.  Attendance  was 
estimated  at  5,000.  $1,252.87  was  realized. 

The  Recreational  Committee  continued  to  maintain 
the  recreational  areas  and  to  carry  out  the  youth  pro- 
gram consisting  of  three  parties,  bowling  trips  and,  for 
the  grade  school  children,  outings  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year. 

The  Planning  Board  held  two  hearings  and  proposed 
amendments  to  the  1936  zoning  ordinance. 

The  school  district  voted  to  join  a  nine-town  district 
under  a  single  all  grade  cooperative  administration  to 
begin  operating  responsibility  July  1,  1968.  The  school 
district  transferred  the  land  embracing  the  tennis  court 
and  the  ballfield  area  to  the  town  rather  than  include  it 
with  the  school  property  which  will  come  under  the 
ownership  of  the  future  cooperative  school  district.  The 
school  received  Federal  funds  under  Title  I  and  were  thus 
enabled  to  employ  a  part-time  remedial  reading  teacher. 
A  small  room  was  partitiond  off  in  the  front  entrance 
hall  for  a  remedial  reading  room  and  for  the  use  of  the 
school  nurse. 


A  one-story  brick  building  with  1,200  square  feet  of 
floor  space  was  built  on  Slip  Road  for  a  second-class  post 
office.  A  well  was  drilled  110  feet  deep.  The  property  was 
leased  to  the  United  States  Postal  Department.  An  Open 
House  was  held  on  November  20,  the  day  the  post  office 
opened. 

At  Stephenson  Memorial  Library,  noureseent  lights 
were  installed  in  the  two  reading  rooms. 

The  fire  house  was  painted.  The  firemen  completed 
work  on  the  oil  truck,  donated  by  the  Russell  Fuel  Oil 
Company,  and  thus  converted  it  to  a  fully  equipped  tank 
truck.  Air  packs  for  protection  against  smoke  inhalation 
were  added  to  the  Fire  Department  equipment. 

The  Massachusetts  League  of  Fire  Muster  Teams 
held  a  muster  at  Crotehed  Mountain  on  September  24 
for  the  benefit  of  Crotehed  Mountain  Rehabilitation  Cen- 
ter. Thirteen  teams  competed.  About  1,000  people  were  in 
attendance.  A  parade  through  the  town  preceded  the 
muster  and  was  made  up  of  39  pieces  of  fire  aparatus. 

The  Greenfield  Office  of  Civil  Defense  conducted  a 
16-hour  medical  self-help  course  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Greenfield  Woman's  Club.  Eleven  participants  from 
Greenfield  and  six  from  neighboring  towns  completed  the 
course. 

The  Greenfield  Improvement  Association  had  five 
dead  trees  removed  from  the  common. 

The  Parents  Teachers'  Club  continued  to  sponsor  a 
dental  cliniic  and  to  contribute  to  the  expenses  of  the  the 
school  children  to  Camp  Union  Conservation  School. 
Camp  Union  generously  offers  instruction  to  our  children 
at  a  special  rate. 

A  Pre-School  Parent  Teachers'  Association  was  or- 
ganized. 

The  Sportsmen's  Club  organized  a  Horse-Shoe  League 
and  conducted  its  annual  fishing  derby  at  the  Oscar  Payne 
Pond  for  the  children  at  Crotehed  Mountain  Rehabilita- 
tion Center.  Twenty-five  to  thirty  children  participated. 

The  Woman's  Club  purchased  a  record  player  for  the 
school  and  had  evergreen  planting  set  out  between  the 
two  front  entrances  to  the  town  hall. 


At  the  State  Park,  the  campers'  beach  was  improved 
and  a  sewage  disposal  area  was  installed  for  the  camper 
trailers.  In  spite  of  generally  unfavorable  weather,  pa- 
tronage at  the  Park  increased. 

Robert  A.  Graham,  Jr.  received  a  B.S.  degree  from 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  Carl  Inglestrom  re- 
ceived a  M.S.  degree  from  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. George  F.  Shea,  Jr.  received  a  B.S.  degree  cum 
laude  from  the  University  of  Houston,  Texas. 

Charles  Hewitt  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy. 
Robert  A.  Graham,  Jr.  and  Norman  Belmore  enlisted  in 
the  United  States  Army. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  L.  Conley  opened  a  nursing 
home. 

At  Camp  Union,  two  new  buildings  were  constructed, 
one  for  the  office  and  library;  the  other,  a  house  for  the 
Director. 

New  houses  were  built  by  Michael  Blakler;  by  William 
E.  Broeg;  and  by  Mrs.  John  H.  Field.  In  addition,  five 
mobile  homes  were  located  in  the  town.

December  31,  1967 

To  the  residents  and  taxpayers  of  Greenfield,  New 
Hampshire,  I  respectfully  submit  my  third  annual  report 
as  your  Town  Treasurer: 

As  in  previous  years,  we  have  borrowed  the  sum  of 
$30,000.00  from  the  Souhegan  National  Bank,  Milford, 
N.  H.,  for  nine  months  of  the  year  as  a  loan  in  anticipa- 
tion of  taxes  to  boost  our  working  Capital. 

Our  receipts  in  1967  exceeded  those  of  1966  by  $14,- 
762.12  and  likewise  our  expenditures  were  up  over  the 
previous  year  by  $13,282.05. 

Our  major  source  of  revenue  is  the  local  real  estate 
tax  and  in  1967  69.6%  of  our  receipts  were  in  this  cate- 
gory. The  other  two  important  sources  of  our  revenue 
are  motor  vehicle  permits  which  amounted  to  5.6%  in 
1967,  and  the  State  Interest  and  Dividends  Tax,  coming 
to  16.2%  last  year.  All  other  income  items  amounted  to 
the  remaining  8.6%  to  make  the  100.0%  total. 

There  follows  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenses 
by  months  for  the  year  1967  and  a  comparison  of  the 
annual  figures  for  1967  vs  1966.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

In  submitting  my  report,  I  would  like,  first  of  all  to  thank 
the  Townspeople  and  all  those  who  in  any  way  worked  for  me 
and  in  so  doing,  made  my  work  more  pleasant. 

All  roads  in  Town  were  dragged  numerous  times,  ditches 
were  cleaned  and  many  culverts  repaired  and  some  replaced. 

It  has  been  a  tough  year  to  maintain  roads,  with  the  heavy 
showers  that  caused  large  wash  outs  and  plugged  culverts,  not  to 
mention  the  damages  done  by  beavers. 

The  latter  damages  were  of  a  serious  nature  and  involved 
much  money.  The  South  Brook  had  to  be  dug  up  and  replaced 
with  a  new  culvert,  the  cost  of  the  culvert  alone  was  over  $650.00 
plus  labor  and  machinery  time,  total  was  some  $1,100.00.  Then 
the  s'ame  problem  arose  on  the  Swamp  Road.  This,  also,  had  to 
be  taken  up  and  being  an  old  stone  culvert,  caved  in.  I  replaced 
it  with  the  pipe  taken  from  the  South  Brook.  I  feel  quite  sure  that 
the  problem  at  these  two  places  has  been  taken  care  of.  We  also 
repaired  the  crossing  at  the  grain  mill.  This  was  very  much  needed 
and  was  done  with  the  understanding  that  we  would  be  reimbursed 
by  the  Boston  Maine.  This  has  not  happened  and  will  not.  The 
Selectmen  and  I  had  hoped  that  the  Beaver  damages  would  be 
paid  for  by  the  State,  but  it  was  not  and  I  wish  at  this  time  to 
thank  the  Selectmen  for  trying  to  collect  on  this.  The  last  two  things 
were  paid  for  from  maintenance  fund  plus  $1,000.00  for  rear-end 
repairs  to  grader.  These  things  combined  are  the  causes  of  an 
overdraft  on  maintenance  fund  and  also  the  reason  for  some  of 
the  roads  not  being  graded  before  winter. 

TRA  was  started  on  New  Boston  Rd.  but  much  too  late  for 
completion.  Remarks  have  been  passed  by  certain  individuals  that 
the  Road  Agent  was  lax  in  starting  this  work  so  I  would  like  to 
clarify  the  situation.  TRA  is  controlled  by  the  State  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Selectmen.  I  wanted  to  start  this  work  during  the 
summer,  but  had  to  wait  for  permission  to  do  so.  Finally  I  was 
told  to  start.  This  was  the  week  of  October  14.  Trees  were  cut 
and  brush  burned,  snow  came  the  week  of  November  6  so  this 
work  had  to  stop.  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  will  enlighten  anyone 
concerned  with  this  work.  It  is  my  understanding  that  it  will  be 
continued  as  soon  as  the  weather  permits.  The  sum  of  $1,008.10 
has  been  spent  on  this  work. 

All  roads  were  kept  plowed  and  sanded,  the  village  parking 
lots,  church  yard  and  business  places  included.  Brush  was  cut  on 
some  roads  and  brush  killer  applied.  More  of  this  must  be  done. 

If  we  are  to  have  a  larger  bus  on  the  east  end  of  town,  the 
corner  by  the  Holt  Homestead  must  be  widened,  necessitating  the 
cutting  of  one  large  maple.

PARKING  REPORT  BY  PLANNING  BOARD 

In  compliance  with  a  directive  to  the  Greenfield  Planning 
Board,  voted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1967,  the  following 
is  our  report  on  parking  in  the  central  area  of  Greenfield,  with 
our  recommendations: 

We  believe  it  is  unnecessary  to  describe  in  detail  the  existence 
of  a  parking  problem.  There  are  definitely  too  many  cars  and 
trucks  for  the  available  nearby  space,  the  direct  cause,  we  believe, 
of  a  number  of  minor  accidents,  especially  at  the  north  end  of 
Slip  road,  and  congestion  in  the  vicinity  of  Forest  Road  and 
Bennington  Road.  The  congestion  is  a  danger  to  pedestrians,  es- 
pecially at  times  of  heavy  tourist  and  summer  traffic,  snow  banks 
in  winter,   and  increasingly  heavy  east-west  traffic. 

The  following  suggestions  are  made  as  a  long-range  pro- 
gram,  —   perhaps   five   years: 

1)  Remove  the  "No  Parking"  signs  on  Forest  Road  side  of  the 
Common  to  provide  temporary  parking  for  trailers  only,  limit  30 
mins.,  enforced.  This  may  require  cutting  a  few  feet  from  the 
Common  in  order  to  keep  clear  of  the  state  highway.  Presently 
trailer-trucks  have  no  place  to  stop. 
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2)  Forest  Road  from  Highway  Department  Road  to  Fran- 
cestown  Road,  including  the  bridge  in  front  of  the  garage,  is  state 
property;  and  any  changes  here  would  be  by  action  of  the  State. 

3)  Allow  parallel  parking  off  state  road  on  Forest  Road  from 
Laundromat  to  intersection  of  Slip  Road.  Recommend  30  minute 
limit. 

4)  Enforce  maximum  30-MPH  on  Forest  Road  throughout 
built-up  area.  Pedestrians,  especially  children,  walk  on  this  road. 
Both  dangerous  and  noisy. 

5)  Greenfield  Industries  should  request  employees  and  ten- 
ants to  park  their  cars  in  the  rear  of  building,  on  lower  level,  thus 
providing  more  space  for  visitors  and  customers. 

6)  Diagonal  parking,  with  painted  lines,  in  front  of  Green- 
field Industries,   headed  south. 

7)  No  parking  along  library  wall  on  Slip  Road.  This  in- 
cludes proposal  to  make  a  2-foot  wide  sidewalk  with  granite  curb 
along  this  wall.  This  would  protect  wall  and  probably  eliminate 
accidents  by  vertically  parked  cars  when  backing  out  from  in 
front  of  Greenfield  Industries. 

8)  Strict  enforcement  of  minimum  speed  on  Slip  Road  to 
Hopkins  mill.  This  is  a  must  because  of  increased  traffic  and  pedes- 
trians. 

9)  (For  future  action.)  Establish  a  parking  lane  on  Town 
property  beside  the  library.  The  flag  pole  could  be  moved  and  used 
as  a  center  for  a  turn- around. 

10)  Recommendation  of  state  authorities:  —  Forbid  parking 
on  either  side  of  Forest  Road,  east  of  Slip  Road,  for  100-feet  so  as 
to  make  better  accommodation  for  truck  travel. 

11)  Recommend  to  State:  Move  "Stop"  sign  facing  Slip  Road 
to  provide  better  view  for  cars  coming  out  of  Slip  Road. 

12)  Greenfield  common  may  provide  some  opportunities  for 
better  parking,  but  this  requires  much  more  study.  Every  effort 
must  be  made  to  preserve  the  trees  and  their  roots.  Also,  both 
public  and  private  dumping  of  snow  there  should  be  halted  in 
the  interests  of  preserving  the  plant  life  there. 

The  foregoing  recommendations  are  made  after  consultation 
with  State  Highway  Officers  —  Messrs.  Philbrick  and  Johnson, 
from  the  Keene  office.

4.  To  hear  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  or  Officers 
chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
request  the  Municipal  Accounting  Division  of  the  State  Tax 
Commission  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  District  as  of  June  30, 
1968. 

6.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  convey  to  the  Contoocook  Valley  School  District,  by  Quit- 
claim Deed,  the  present  Greenfield  Elementary  School,  to- 
gether with  the  contents  thereof,  and  all  land  owned  by  the 
District,  exclusive  of  that  purchased  by  the  District  from  Rod- 
ney B.  and  Katherine  S.  White,  or  take  any  action  relating 
thereto. 

7.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  an 
amount  of  money  not  to  exceed  $500.00  to  cover  any  deficit 
that  has  occurred  up  to  the  time  of  the  annual  school  district 
meeting,  or  any  deficit  that  might  occur  between  the  time  of 
the  annual  school  district  meeting  and  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
June  30,  1968;  such  funds  to  be  expended  at  the  discretion  of 
the  School  Board,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

8.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  direct  the  Treasurer  to 
pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Contoocook  Valley  School 
District  any  cash  balance  to  include  any  unusued  portion  of 
money  raised  under  Article  7  above,  in  her  hands  or  money  due 
the  District  as  of  July  1,  1968  or  thereafter,  less  any  outstand- 
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ing  bills  or  debts;  any  sum  so  transferred  to  be  used  as  a  credit 
against  the  Contoocook  Valley  School  District  assessment  to 
be  raised  by  the  pre-existing  Greenfield  School  District,  to 
defray  its  share  of  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  Contoocook  Valley 
School  District  during  the  first  year  of  operation. 

9.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Greenfield,  I  respectfully 
submit  my  final  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The 
report  of  the  Greenfield  School  Board  will  not  be  as  all  inclusive 
as  it  has  been  in  the  past  since  the  Contoocook  Valley  School 
District  will  submit  a  cooperative  report  which  will  outline  the 
plans  to  include  activities  of  the  Greenfield  School  for  the 
coming  year. 

STAFF  AND  INSTRUCTION 

No  change  in  staff  was  made  this  past  year  very  fortunately 
and  thus  the  school  with  its  experienced  teachers  is  progressing 
very  nicely. 

Even  though  Greenfield  did  not  have  to  go  out  and  find  new 
teachers  this  year,  the  citizens  of  the  community  should  be 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  critical  shortage  of  teachers  of  the 
elementary  level,  and  especially  at  the  primary  level,  continues. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  there  were  many  more  class- 
rooms in  New  Hampshire  this  year,  than  last,  that  did  not  have 
qualified  teachers.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Greenfield  is  going 
to  be  a  part  of  a  large  cooperative,  which  will  help  to  reduce 
this  problem  to  some  extent,  finding  teachers  to  work  in  small 
communities  in  multiple  graded  classrooms  is  going  to  continue 
to  be  a  very  serious  problem  until  the  critical  shortage  is  re- 
lieved. Perhaps  the  best  course  of  action  should  be  to  make 
every  effort  to  hold  good  staff  members  that  are  already  em- 
ployed, by  providing  satisfactory  competitive  salaries  and  fringe 
benefits. 

BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS 

The  Greenfield  School,  considering  its  age  is  in  good  condi- 
tion. This  past  year  additional  storm  windows  were  installed 
on  the  rear  of  the  building  and  it  would  seem  advisable  to  con- 
tinue a  step-by-step  project  to  have  such  windows  placed  on  the 
entire  building.  This  would  require  a  considerable  expenditure 
of  funds  but  in  the  long  run  would  be  an  economy  through  the 
saving  of  fuel. 

The  constant  problem  of  trying  to  keep  the  building  clean 
has  been  handled  in  the  past  by  using  walk-off  rugs  that  were 
laundered  and  replaced  on  a  rental  basis.  This,  unfortunately, 
is  a  rather  expensive  way  of  handling  the  problem,  and  so  the 
Board  approved  the  purchase  of  carpeting  for  both  entrances 
and  also  the  purchase  of  a  small  vacuum  cleaner  to  solve  the 
problem  and  expend  the  funds  for  tangible  assets. 

The  new  Ozite  carpeting  is  working  quite  satisfactorily  and 
continues  to  provide  a  school  that  is  more  healthful  and  sani- 
tary, and  definitely  improves  the  morale  of  the  custodian  who 
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is  constantly  fighting  the  problem  of  keeping  the  floors  clean, 
in  spite  of  the  heavy  tracking-in  of  dirt  and  mud  and  water. 

COOPERATIVE  PLAN 

After  many  years  of  fruitless  cooperative  planning  and  study- 
ing, everyone  now  knows  that  Con-Val  is  a  reality  and  will  have 
full  educational  responsibility  for  the  Greenfield  children  as  of 
1  July  1968.  Citizens  of  Greenfield  should  be  thankful  that  there 
were  interested  citizens  of  the  community  who  were  willing  to 
devote  their  time  and  energy,  not  only  for  this  study,  but  to  the 
many  studies  that  have  taken  place  previously,  and  finally  re- 
sulting in  Con-Val. 

No  thinking  citizen,  I  am  sure,  will  expect  Con-Val  is  going 
to  solve  all  the  educational  problems  of  the  children  of  Green- 
field, but  within  the  large  cooperative  structure  which  is  es- 
tablished by  this  organization,  hopefully,  education  for  children 
of  Greenfield  will  be  markedly  improved. 

WARRANT  ARTICLES 

Warrant  Articles  are  designed  to  assure  a  school  district 
organization  through  the  end  of  June  to  oversee  the  interests  of 
the  district  during  that  period  of  time.  In  addition,  specific 
provisions  are  made  for  handling  any  deficit  or  balance  that 
might  occur,  as  well  as  satisfactorily  closing  out  the  financial 
accounts  of  the  district.  Provision  is  also  made  to  legally  deed 
the  Rodney  B.  and  Katherine  S.  White  tract  to  the  Town, 
rather  than  having  it  transferred  to  Con-Val.  This  was  approved 
in  effect  last  year  at  the  District  Meeting,  but  this  more  formal 
action  is  necessary. 

CONCLUSION 

The  teachers  of  the  Greenfield  School  are  to  be  complimented 
for  the  efforts  which  they  are  making  in  behalf  of  the  children 
of  the  community.  All  are  conscientiously  devoting  their  energ- 
ies to  providing  the  best  possible  instruction  within  the  organ- 
ization which  exists.  The  efforts  of  the  instructional  staff,  along 
with  those  of  Mrs.  Robertson  and  Mr.  Atkinson,  help  to  provide 
a  good  school  program  and  an  atmosphere  that  is  quite  satis- 
factory. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  for  me  to  have  worked  with  the  School 
Board  during  this  past  year,  and  over  the  past  ten  years  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools.  I  have  always  found  the  Board 
to  be  understanding  of  serious  school  problems  and  also  quite 
sensitive  to  the  responsibilities  that  they  have  to  the  com- 
munity. Close  cooperation  between  the  staff,  the  School  Board, 
the  citizens,  and  the  Superintendent  have  resulted  in  a  most 
satisfactory  educational  program  for  the  children. 
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Continued  interest  on  the  part  of  citizens  and  parents,  work- 
ing together  with  the  staff  and  Con-Val  administration,  will 
assure  for  Greenfield  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  an  educa- 
tional program  of  which  all  may  be  proud.
